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The Cinciunati Gazette, in alluding to die in- 
structions of Judge Nutull to the jury in the 
case of the Commonwealth against Evelyn, says 
that it is the decisious of such Judges which 
makes "Kentucky law proverbial " We regret 
there is reason lor the strictures of the Gazette. 
The leading facts proved by the prosecution in the 
case of the Commonwealth against Evelyn, for 
the killiug of McCcrdy, upon au indictment for 
murder, which was tried at the term of the Frank 
lin Circuit Court just adjourned, attending the 
aissionof the act were about as follows, viz: 
; on the night of the last August 
ft, Evelyn came down Main street, crossed 
St. Clair, and had proceeded some thirty feet 
down the latter street in a direction from McCur 
dy, when McCurdy hallooed "hurrah for Todd," 
the American candidate for Sheriff; whereupon, 
Evelyn hallooed "hurrah fsr red hell," and turn 
ed back, went up St. Clair, crossed over that 
street to the Northeast corner of St. Clair and 
Main, where McCurdy stood, aud going directly 
up tj him and thrusting his face close to 
McCurdy's, again hallooed "hurraltfor red hell," 
adding "what lutve you to say to thatV To which 
McCurdy, as the witnesses stated, evidently 
cowed, replied, "/ have noVting to say to that, but 
I say hurrah for Todd." Evelyn, with his face 
into that of McCurdy's, (if we may 
an expression,) repeated his former 
words almost precisely; to which McCurdy re- 
plied in about the MM language we have al 
ready given Evelyn then turned off, walked 
three or four steps to where a Mr. MKasHON 
stood, and asked him if he had a knife: Mcrshon 
replied "no, but J have a pistol " Evelyn asked 
for the pistol, which was handed him, cocking it 
he stepped ijuietly up to McCurdy, placed iu 
muzzle within eighteen inches of his body and 
fired. McCuidy rati into a store, opposite the 
door of which this occurred, and, pursued by 
Evelyn, ran behind the counter and under it; 
Evelyn jumped upon the counter and threw his 
pistol under it at McCurdy, and while he was in 
the act of getting over the counter McCurdy by 
running along behind it made his escape at the 
side door at.d ran up the street towards the Cap 
ital Hotel. Evelyn regained his pistol and pur 
sued McCurdy up the street for the distance of a 
square, pistol in baud, making inquiry for aud 
swearing be would kill him. McCurdy died iu 
about thirty-six hours, the ball having entered 
his left side just below the ribs, and badly lacer- 
ating him. 

The proof on the part of the accused was of a 
that, at the time Evelyn 
the act, he was drunk; that his con 
duct was wild and phrenzied; that he was, how 
ever, able to parade the streets without stagger 
iug but very little 

Upon this proof, alter having denied the vari- 
ous instructions asked for by the Commonwealth, 
his Honor, Judge Nuttall, instructed the jury, 
in substance: that if they believed the accuseu 
was so intoxicated that he was unable to know 
right from wrong, they must acquit him. 

This instruction was not authorized by proof 
There was no proof of such a conditiou on ac- 
count of drunkenness as authorized Judge Nut 
tall to hypothecate (he fact that the accused was 
so drunk that he was not able to distinguish be 
tween right aud wrong. And even if such proof 
had been presented, his instructions were con 
trary to law, as wc are informed by the highest 
legal authoiities, and as our own understanding 
leaches us The law upon this subject since tin 
times of Lord Coke and Sir William Blackstoue 
has been that voluntary drunkenness, so far from 
excusing or palliating au offense, is an aggrava 
lion. Coke says: "A drunkard, who is voluntarius 
"daemon, hathuo privilege thereby ; but what hurt 
"or ill soever he doth his drunkenness doth aggra 
"vale it; nam omne crimen ibrutas, el incendit, ef 
' detegit" (| Inst. 241.) Sir William Black 
says: "As to artificial voluntarily con 
, by drunkenness or iutoxica 
'•don, which, depriving men of their reason, 
" puts them iu a temporary phreuzy, our law 
" looks upon this as an aggravation of offense, 
" radier than as an excuse for any criminal mis 
" behavior. • • • • considering how 
"easy it is to counterfeit this excuse, and how 
"weak an excuse it is (though real) will not 
" suffer u man to privilege one crime by an- 
•• other." (Black. Com. 4th Book 18th page.) 

The instruction of the Court was, as we have 
stated, that the jurv should acquit the prisoner of 
all offense il they believed he was so drunk that 
he did not know right from wrong. Those asked 
for by the Attorney for the Commonwealth and 
denied by the Court were, in substance: that if 
the jury believed voluntary intoxication to have 
existed in the case of the prisoner to such a de- 
gree as to exclude the idea that he could have 
formed a design or deliberate intention to commit 
the homicide, that the offense was therebv re 
duced to manslaughter, but that voluntary drunk 
enness could not excuse the crime in any case. 

Iu support of this instruction asked for by 
him, the Attorney for the Commonwealth read 
from various authors upon criminal law, such as 
Russell, Wharton. Roscoe, 4c, and very clear 
It demonstrated, to our mind at least, that he 
was correct, and that there had never been a sin 
gle case in which it was held that voluntary 
drunki une.a excused tlie commission of homi- 
cide. It was admitted that offenses committed 
in a state of madness which was the ultimate or 
remote effect of drinking, as delirium tremens, and 
via mil a potu, and where the party was in the 
condition supposed by the Court's instruction, 
that such madness excused; but, it was contended, 
that drunkenness which was the direct effect of 
the voluntary drinking of the accused never ex 
cased, but could only affect the question of inten 
turn so far as to reduce to manslauglUer what 
would otherwise be murder. The jury treated 
with deserved contempt the instruction of Judge 
Nutull, and, acting upon that asked for by the 
Commonwealth, found the prisoner guilty of 
manslaughter and sentenced him to five veare 
imprisonment in the Penitentiary. The various 
authors quoted by the Attorney for the Common- 
wealth sustained this position; the curious may 
refer to Wharton's Am. Law Homicide page 371 • 
Lewis' Crim. Law. 403-405; Russell on Crimes, 
Vol. 1, page 7-8; 1 Hale 32; Americau Jurist, 
Vol. 3, page 5-20; and to any other author that 



It would be useless to demonstrate the effect 
upon society of such law as bis Honor, Judge 
Nuttall, authoritatively laid down in diis case. 
Let it be settled that drunkenness excuses the 
commission of homicide in any case, and let the 
wicked and profligate know the precise condition | 
under which it will excuse, and hundreds of as- 
sassins aud murderers will adapt their case to the 
precedent and escape the penalties of the law. 
Judge Nutull admitted that he was alone among 
the judiciary of the country iu his opinion, but 
said that he believed that he was right before 
"God and the Angels." He is sworn to admin 
ister the lav, aud with this terrible oath upon his 
soul he gave instructions to a jury which he ad- 
mits are not lair according to any standard author 
ity, and which, too, are fraught with the most in 
fcrnal consequences to society. Such a course 
is insufferable on the part of a functionary i:i 
whose hands our lives and personal rights are in 
a great measure placed by law. Is it honest, or 
fair, for Judge Nuttall to insist upon deciding 
what our righte are, when he admiu that he does 
not know the rules of law by which they are de 
teimined? We cordially unite in the wish ex 
pressed by every one we have heard speak of him 
and his deplorably absurd decisions, that he may 
resign his office and go home to his fox houuds 
and hay meadows. There, reposing under the 
pleasant shades of his own vine and fig tree, sur 
rounded by his beloved and cultivated family, let 
him smoke his pipe in contentedness of soul and 
in peace with his kind. If he can obtain an ele 
pliant to amuse him by swimming the river at 
least once a day, his bliss will be perfect. Judge 
Nuttall is esteemed by his neighbors as an amia 
ble, well meaning man, and it is much better for 
him to settle quietly dow n among those who are 
atuched to him, than to be continually exposing 
himself to ridicule and making the judiciary of 
Kentucky I laughing stock for other States, by 
continuing in an office whose duties he is noto 
riously 



The Work Goes Bravelv On —One of the 
meanest actt wc have heard of for a long time 
was the removal ol Judge Ben. Monroe from 
the office of Reporter to the Court of Appeals. 
Judge Monroe had held the office for eighteen 
years, having during that time issued eighteen 
volumes of reports of the decisions of the tribunal 
ol w hich until recently was so august and so high 
ly venereated throughout the country- Himself 
an able jurint and possessed of extensive atuin 
meuts as a lawyer, he had given universal satis 
faction as a Reporter, and not the slightest com 
plaiut was ever muttered against him in his 
official capacity even by the most fault finding 
and censorious. Learned, industrious and pains 
Uking, he had ably performed every duty incurn 
bent upon him, and had come up to every require- 
ment of his position. As a man and a citizen 
his conduct had been no less exemplary. A strict 
and conscientious member of a highly respecta- 
ble and influential religious denomination, 
scrupulously honest and upright in all his deal- 
ings with his fellow men; as a friend kind, sin- 
cere, and frank; as a citizen public spirited and 
enterprising, not a whisper of reproach had 
ever been breathed against him in anv of these 
capacities. It could nol, then, have been the 
want of any qualification as a Reporter, or the 
lack of any necessary attribute iu his personal 
character, which induced the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals to supersede Judge Monroe, 
by the appointment of a gentleman wholly in 
experienced in the duties of the office. It was 
partizan prejudice and the vile spirit of pro- 
scription dominant in the land which induced 
these Democratic Judges to be guilty of an act 
lor which they cannot but blush. However, as 
they were elected as partizan Judges, ou account 
of their political piineiples, and for no other 
reason, it is but uatutal to expect that they will 
allow their partizan animosities to sway them in 
their judicial conduct. 

The removal of Judge Monroe from the office 
of Reporter w is un act entirely unprecedented in 
the annals of the Court of Appeals of Kentucky. 
>ince the organization of that court, no Reporter 
was ever removed or superseded until the esse of 
Judge Monroe, but they were all allowed to con 
tinue in office until they died or voluntarily re 
signed. This was a mark of esteem and a re 
ward of services which had always been tender- 
ed to the meritorious and deserving. It has been 
reserved to the period of Locofoco ascendancv in 
the State and upon the Supreme Bench to make 
partisan services, and not eminent abilitv and 
long service to the State, the test for office, pure 
ly ministerial or judicial. In the days gone past, 
when the Supreme Bench of Kentucky was oc- 
cupied by able jurists and profoundly learned 
lawyers instead of county politicians; in those 
days when the decisions of our Court of Appeals 
were read and looked to as models of justice and 
sound law all over the country, the distinguished 
and pure men who then graced the Bench would 
have scorned to be guilty of such an act as much 
as they would the offer of a bribe. They never 
permitted their political opinions to bias their 
judgment on the Bench. 

We regret for the sake of the Supreme Judges 
and our own feelings that it has become our du 
ty to animadvert upon their action. We are 
sorry to see that in assuming the Judicial ermine 
they have not discarded their partizan prejudices 
and predilectioua, but that their minds are still 
jaundiced by political hatred and bad feeling, 
that they are incapable of even for a moment 
laying it aside and deciding solely upon the mer 

iuof a person without reference to politics. 

Wc submit it to their own better judgement to 
say whether or not the confidence of the people 
in their impartiality and freedom from all bias 
will not be shaken by this exhibition of their 
leanings. When a man who has opposed their 
election loses his suit, he will be apt to entertain 
but little respect for the correctness of their de 
cision or the motive which dicUted it, especiallv 
if his opponent happen to be dicir political 
friend. 



ITT Judge McLean delivered an imporUnt de- 
cision iu the U. S. Circuit Court, sitting at Cin- 
cinnati, on Thursday, iu the case of William 
Sturgcs vs. Stetson. The point was whether 
railroad companies have a right to issue stock 
at a price below that named in ;he charter. 
The Hillsborough and Cincinnati Railroad Com 
pany issued aud transferred to Wm. Sturges 
fitted! thousand shares of stock for $521,077, 
being less by $218,333 than the rate ($50 per 
share) made iu the charter. Sturges subse- 
quently transferred 800 shares to Stetson for his 
promissory note for $24,000, which was not taken 
up. Sturges sued on the uote, and the case was 
Uken before the Circuit Court on demurrer 
The demurrer was overruled, and the valid- 
ity of the sale by- 



ofour friends think that we did Judge 
Nuttall a little injustice in our article on his in 
structious in the Shindlebowcr case. They base 
their complaints upon the alleged fact that the 
Commonwealth's Attorney did not read the article 
from the Code of Practice which says, that 
"where proof shows the defeudautto be guilty of 
a higher degree of the offense than is charged in 
the indictment, the jury shall find him guilty of 
the degree charged in the indictment," and dial 
the Judge was really ignorant of the existence 
of such a provision in the Crim. Code, whereas 
we suted that the Attorney for the Common 
wealth read aud insisted upon the provision being 
Ukeu into consideration. We have no disposi- 
tion to do Judge Nutull any injustice, and are 
perfectly willing to admit that he was guil 
ty only of culpable iguorance instead of a crimi 
rial disregard of the law. In cither case our point 
is gaiued, he is not fit to be a Judge and ought to 
study or retire. The Commonwealth's Attorney 
very probably took it for granted that the Judge 
knew all about the provision in question, and did 
not deem it worth while to direct his attention to 
it as he had already overruled a section equally 
obligatory. 

It has also been objected to our article, that 
every one who heard the evidence did not be 
lieve the accused guilty of murder. A great 
many did believe him guilty of that crime, but 
since hearing very sensible and worthy gentle 
men take a different view of the case, we are 
willing to say that some do noi. diink him guilty 
ol murder. The Grand Jury evidently did not, 
having /trice brought iu a true bill for manslaugh 
ter . Shiudlebowcr, we uudeistand is an indus 
trious man, doing all he can to earn an honest 
livelihood. We wish him success, and sincerely 
hope that his temper may never again lead 
him into misfortune.

W ashington, D. C, Oct. 9, 1858. 
Mr. Editor: The newspapers lor the past week 
have been endeavoring to hoist the Admiral's 
flag; but all the articles that I have seen are a 
little iu error, and 1 will endeavor to uke the 
kinks outof the hallairds for you. 

Before the present law which authorizes Cap 
tains commanding squadrons to be styled Flag 
Officers, those officers were called Commodores, 
and hoisted their flag (a swallow tail blue broad 
pennant with thirteen stars) at the main.
